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Retail Sales Continue 
To Increase In Coffee 


Sales at retail stores in Col- 
fee County continued to show an 
increase during October (the 
latest month figures are avail- 
able). According toinformation 
released by the Graduate School 
of Business of the University of 
Alabama, Coffee County retail 
sales increased by 2.7% in Oct- 
ober 1972 compared to October 
1971. If you include retail sales 
by wholesalers and count all 
sales for the two periods, Cof- 
fee County sales increased 7%!, 

Leading the increase in the 
latest report was hardware and 
farm implements with a whop- 
ping 60.3% increase. This in- 
crease over October 1971 was 
on top of a 10% increase in 1971 
over 1970. 

General stores registered a 
47.7% increase over 1971 while 
eating places increased 41.3% 
over the same October period 
last year. Furniture stores 
showed an increase of 22.5% 
in Coffee County, and retail 
sales by “other than retail busi-

New Water Disposal System Prevents Pollution 


“New farming methods cau- 
sed my grassed waterways to 
wash out leaving five to six- 
foot deep gullies and deposit- 
ing soil three feet deep in the 
hollows,” says Marion Sanders 
of Coffee County. “In earlier 
years, when we used two-row 
equipment and no chemicals to 
kill the grass and weeds, gras- 
sei waterways and old-time 
terraces did the job. Buttoday, 
the chemicals we use tocontrol 
weeds and grass in the crops 
also kill the grass inthe water- 
ways. Also, with modern four- 
and eight-row equipment, long- 
er rows are needed for effi- 
ciency of large farm machinery. 
With the old standard type ter- 
races my longest rows were 
only.a quarter of a mile long, 
and many were much less. When 
the waterways washed out, the 
rows were shortened even more 
since the equipment could not 
cross the deep gullies: Many 
of these gullies were at least 
eight feet wide and five to six 
feet deep and divided the lar- 
ger fields into much smaller 
fields.” 

Sanders, a cropland farmer 
of Brundidge will show you with 
much enthusiasm his newest 
conservation effort -- parallel 
terraces with underground tile 
itlets which carry the water 
down the slope. All water col- 
lected by the terrace system 
flows through the underground 
tile to the bottom of the slope. 
Sanders says that the beauty 
of the system is that it pre- 
vents stream pollution below. 
Fertilizers and soils are kept 
up in the tield in the terraces 
and are no longer carried to 
streams, lakes,and road dit- 
ches. 

Sanders knew he had to do 
something about tne deepening 
ditches that were carrying sed- 
iment out of this field and into 
the hollows. As one of the ori- 
ginal supervisors of the Coffee 
County Soil and Water Conser- 
vation District, Vice President, 
Alabama Association of Soil and 
Water Conservation Districts, 
and a member of the Wiregrass 
Resource Conservation and De- 
velopment Project Steering 
Committee, he knew wheretogo 
for help. With the assistance of 
digjirict conservationist John 
Richburg, Jr., and others, San- 
ders planned his attack on the 
erosion problem. A water dis- 


posal system of parallel ter- 
races and tile outlets are new 
for this part of the county, but 
Sanders decided to try this me- 
thod and is the first farmer in 
Coffee County to use the prac- 
tice. Terraces were build 97 
feet apart to give perfect align- 


‘ment ‘for four-row machinery, 


and the rows are about three- 
fourths of a mile long. Point 
rows that require extra turn- 
ing were practically eliminated. 
After the ditches were filled in 
and the old terraces pushed 
down, very little: grading and 


_ Shaping was necessary. Six inch 


diameter surface inlets were 
placed at the low point to allow 
for water to»collect and run 
slowly into the inlet pipe. San- 
ders said the cost was about 
$60 per acre. About half this 
cost was shared by the REAP 
Program of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service. 

In speaking of waterways, 
Sanders said “My waterways 
would either fill up or wash 
away. They were always a job 
to maintain. The land area 
used up by grassed waterways 
and necessary turn areas would

have been about two acres of 
land worth about $300 per acre.” 
Sanders says, after using the 
system for more than a year, 
that he is well pleased and that 
it worked real well. Recently 
he had four inches of rain in a 
24-hour period, and had no tr- 
ouble whatsoever. On Decem- 
ber 6, he had 5.3 inches in a 
15-hour period and it handled 
the water beautifully. It would 
have handled 3 more inches of 
rain. “If it had been a water- 
way, it would have washed bad- 
ly,” said Sanders. The system 
is designed to handle 7.4 inches 
of rain in 24 hours,which is 
approximately 4 inches of run- 
off water. Sanders says that 
he has at least fifty moreacres 
of land on which he plans to 
install parallel terraces and 
the tile system. He says there 
is a need for many more such 
systems in Coffee County and 
that it is the coming thing. 
“But again, the whole beauty 
of the project,” says Sanders, 


“is that it keeps the soil, fer-° 


tilizer, and chemicals upon the 
land where it is needed rather 
than down inthe lakes, streams. 
and road ditches.”

VA Job Trainning 
Now Available 


For Widows 


The Veterans’ wives widows, 
and children, who are eligible 
for VA educational assistance, 
may now take on the job tr- 
aining or apprenticeships in lieu 
of going to college, the Veterans 
Administration pointed out. 

A law approved by the Pres- 
ident in October increased al- 
lowances for this type of train- 
ing by nearly 48 percent and 
broadened the types of training 
available under the Dependents’ 
Educational Assistance Pro- 
gram, it was pointed out. 

In addition to training wages 
paid by employers, VA now 
pays trainees a starting stipend 
of $160 per month. The old 
rate was $108. 

During October, 1972, 102,000 
veterans were taking on the job 
and apprenticeship training, but 
trainees under the Dependents’ 
Education Program _ were li- 
mited to institutional training 
programs before the October 
law. 

For job training veterans, the 
Starting allowance is $160 per 
month if he has no dependents. 
For those with one dependent 
the allowance was raised from 
$120 to $179 monthly; with two 
dependents, from $133 to $196. 
For each additional dependent 
in excess of two, a veteran 
receives an additional $8. 

, The new public law (PL 92 
540) also changed the rules on 
~-tearrespondence. training to open 
this form of training to eligi- 
ble wives and children, and to 
provide greater protection for 
trainees. The law also permits 
greater flexibility in classroom 
for veterans in full time farm 
cooperative training. Some of 
the required 440 annual class- 
room hours may be rescheduled 
provided enrollees spend at 


least 80 hours in classroom’ 


study in any three month period 
it was explained. 

VA education benefits, includ- 
ing apprenticeship and other 
on job training, are available 
to those who served at least 
180 days , any part of it after 
January 31, 1955. 

Also entitled to these bene- 
fits are: wives, widows, and 
children of veterans whose 
deaths or permanent. total dis- 
abilities were service - con- 
nected; and wives and children 
of servicemen who are pris- 
oners of war or missing in ac- 
tion for more than 90 days. 


Reap Activities 


Terminated 


Funding of cost-sharing acti- 
vities under the Rural Environ- 
mental Assistance Program 
(REAP) and for further con- 
tracting under the Water Bank 
Program (WBP) is being ter- 
minated, the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture announced. 

These two programs are 
among those selected after a 
review of federal programs to 
identify those of low priority 
that can be reduced or elimi - 
nated without serious economic 
consequences. This review was 
initiated as part of the effort 
to hold 1973 federal budget out- 
lays to $250 billion. 

The income supplements for 
farmers that have been pro- 
vided by the REAP and WBP 
are no longer necessary, the 
Department said. Realized net 
income for farms in 1972 will 
reach an all-time high of near- 
ly $19 billion. In view of this. 
and because of the general ac- 
ceptance and profitability oj 
certain practices, it is belie- 
ved farmers will continue to 
implement a significant num- 
ber of them without supple- 
mental income from the Fed- 
eral Government. 

The REAP concept was ini- 
tiated in the 1930's to provide 
cost-sharing incentives to far- 
mers to install soil and water 
conserving practices on their 
lands. The program was suc- 
cessful in demonstrating the 
value of conservation as good 
farming practice 

The Departinent will hono: 
commitments under the two 
programs through December 
22, 1972. No request by pro- 
ducers for cost-sharing under 
REAP or for ‘Vater Bank con- 
tracts will be approved after 
that date.

Operation Identification is 
the consumers’ protection 
program wponsored by the 
National Association of lasur- 
ance Agents which deters bur- 
glars by giving consumers a 
means to engrave a personal 
identification number on val- 
uubles. After carving his area 
coded telephone number on 
his TV set, camera, ete, the 
consumer places stickers on 
his house warning would-be 
thieves that the property is 
marked for positive identifi- 
cation. Local publicity is used 
So burgers know the impori 
olf the stickers. This national 
effort is coordinated by the 
Consumers Insurance Infor- 
mation Bureau, the public 
service agency of the NAIA. 

New Orleans police have re- 
ported « drop in the burglary 
rate of as much as 338% in one 
month sinee they began a 
burglary crackdown which in- 
cluded a vigorous Operation 
Identification program. Since 
then only one of 2,500 “Op- 
eration Identification homes” 
in New Orleans was burglar- 
ized during 1971—a year in 
which that city suffered a 
total of 10,700 burglaries. 
The property stolen from the 
Operation Identification 
home was recovered because

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Siudy Of Unborn Babies 
To Organ Transplant 


Can an unborn baby be com- 
pared to a transplanted organ? 
The answer to that is an easy 
one--yes, because an unborn 
baby is derived in part from 
its father, and so its cell 
must appear foreigr to the 
mother’s cells, just usatrans- 
planted organ would. 

Then why isa’t it rejected 
like most transplanted organs 
are? That’s the difficult ques- 
tion. It stems from a con- 
flict between two of the most 
basic systems in life--the pro- 
tection and nourishment of the 
young and the defense against 
invading organisms. 

It is known that the defense 
system in the mother’s body-- 
her immune system --actually 
does mount an attack against 
the fetus. So the question can 
be rephrased slightly: how 
does the fetus survive the at- 
tacks? 

Dr. Peter Ralph, at The 
Salk Institute in San Diego, is 
Studying this question in detail,

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Black Lung Benefits Act Of 1972 
Re-Opens Previously Rejected Claims 


Black lung is an incuranie 
occupational disease resulting 
from years of working in coal 
mines and breathing coal dust. 
As far back as 1940 many Eu- 
ropean countries gave compen- 
sation for Black Lung disab- 
ility or death, but this was 
not so in the United States. 
However, a few months after 
coming to the U. S. Senate 
in 1969, along with other Sen- 
ators I sponsored the Federal 
Coal Mine Health and Safety 
Act of 1969 which recognized 
for the first time that miners 
suffering from black lung dis- 
ease should receive compensa- 
tion for this occupational dis- 
ease. 

More than 350,000 claims 
for this aid were filed with 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion, but more than one-half 
of the claims were turned down. 
The rate of denial in Alobama 
was even higher than in nat- 
ional average. Since enact- 
ment of the 1969 Act, more 
than 17,500 claims for black 
lung benefits were processed 
in Alabama. But only 6,701

or 38.1 percent, of those claims 
were granted wile almost 11,000 
or 62 percent, were being de- 
nied. 

One reason for the large de- 
nials was that miners were re- 
quired tp present x-ray evi- 
dence of the disease. But, 
for an as-yet unexplained rea- 
son, X-rays fail to detect bl- 
ack lung in more than 25 out 
of 100 cases. And even simple 
breathing tests fail. 

Earlier this year I joined 
in sponsoring the Black Lung 
Benefits Act of 1972, which or- 
ders the Social Security Adm- 
inistration to review all 169,000 
claims denied under the old 
law. The act eases the medical 
requirements for determining 
disability because of black lung 
and, in the case of men with 
at least 15 years in the mines, 
Congress put the burden on the 
Social Security Administration 
to show that a miner’s disab- 
ility was not caused by black 
lung or by any other lung ail- 
ment incurred in the mines.

ers, and by widows and childr 
of miners whose lives and health 
have been sacrificed inthe pro- 
duction of coal. 

All claims which have been 
denied in the past are being 
automatically renewed and 
compensation checks will be go- 
ing out to those cases as they 
are approved. 

As a resuli of these Con- 
gressional actions, which have 
my full endorsement and sup- 
port, Alabama miners and their 
widows have received almost 
$39 million in benefits between 
December, 1969 and September 
1972. Monthly black lung bene- 
fit payments going to Alabama 
now: total almost $1,500,000, 
with the average payment run- 
ning $185. ;

Dickinson Introduces Seven Bills 


Opening Day 


Congressman William. “Bill” 
Dickinson introduced seven 
bills today, January 3rd, the 
Opening day of the 93rd Con- 
gress, which have special sig- 
nificance for a number of 2nd 
District residents. 

Three of the bills Dickinson 
introduced would amend the 
Social Security Act in the foll- 
owing ways: (1) To allow women 
to become eligible for full So- 
cial Security benefits at age 
60; (2) To remove the out- 
side income lim‘tation on the 
amount an individual may earn 
without losing any of his Social 
Security benefits, and; (3) To 
provide for cost-of-living in- 
creases in Social Security bene- 
fits. 

Dickinson said, “I believe 
we have an obligation to see 
that the senior citizens of our 
country get the full benefits of 
the programs they have helped 
pay for through the years. The 
passage of these three amend- 
ments would be steps in tne 
right direction.” 

Two of the bills introduced 
concern the military. Dickinson 
first introduced a bill for the 
recomputation of military re- 
tired pay which would bring 
pay Of all retired members of 
our armed forces into line with 
pay received by servicemen who 
are currently retiring. 

Second, the 2nd District Con- 
gressman introduced a bill 
which would give full credit 
for National Guard Technician 
Service for purposes of Civil 


Service retirement, prior to 
January |, 1969. 
Dickinson remarked, “Both 


these bills were hot issues in 
Congress last year and | will 
push very hard for their passage 
this year.” F 


The two other bills Congress- 
man Dickinson introduced would 
amend the Constitution to re- 
quire that Federal Judges be 
reconfirmed by the Senate every 
S1x years and re-establish Noy- 
ember llth as Veterans Day. 

Dickinson commented, “The 
people of my 2nd District and 
the State of Alabama have in- 
dicated to me that reconfirma- 
tion of Federal Judges is in 
the best interests of the people 
of the United States, and of 
course, the whole judicial Sys- 
tem. I wholeheartedly agree!” 


Dickinson continued, “Many 
2nd District residents, as well 
as veterans from around .the 
country, have asked that Vet- 
erans Day be returned to Nov- 
ember llth. It is certainly 
little enough for us to do to 
thank them for what they have 
done for us.” 

Dickinson concluded, “These 
seven bills I introduced opening 
day are the ones people of the 
2nd District said were most 
important. AS congress con- 
tinues I intend to introduce 
many more.”

Feed Grain Program is being 
mailed to Coffee County far- 
mers with feed grain bases, 
reports Rollan Day, Chairman 
of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation AS€ Com- 
mittee. 

Some 1096 producers of 
corn, grain sorghum, and bar- 
ley participated in the 1972 
Feed Grain Program, earn- 
ing payments totaling approxi- 
mately $533,058. 

Sign-up for the 1973 Feed 
Grain, Wheat and Cotton Pro- 
grams begins Feb. 5 at ASCS 
County Office and Continues th- 
rough March 16. 

* The 1973 Feed Grain Pro- 
gram includes barley, corn, and 
grain sorghum, and producers

may elect to participate under 
one of two options. 

Option A requires anacreage 
set-aside equivalent to 30 per- 
cent of a farm’s feed grain 
base. Payment will be on an 
acreage equal to one-half of 
each feed grain base establi- 
shed for the farm. Per acre 
payment rates will be equal to 
the farm program yield times 
35 cents for corn, 33 cents for 
grain sorghum, and 28 cents 
for barley.

SONGBIRDS AT ZCHS

Girls who can’t decide on 
what kind of a career they 
want might be wise to go the 
secretarial route, Salaries are 
good, and so is the demand 
for secretarial services, 

According to the U.S, De- 
partment of Labor's Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, there are 
more than three times as 
many secretaries employed 
today as there were 20 years 
ago. In 1950 there were ap- 
proximately 800,000 secre- 
taries. Today there are 2.6 
million. 

The number of typists has 
increased also—from 275,000 
to 636,000. However, the 
number of stenographers has 
declined some 63 percent over 
a 20-year period. This reflects 
the need for higher secre- 
tarial skills which are de- 
manded by the growing com- 
plexity of business, and it 
also points to the declining 
requirements for stenogra- 
phers as dictating machines 
are used more widely. 

Salaries have increased 
right along with the number 
of secretarial jobs, too, In 
metropolitan areas secretar- 
ial salaries have risen 46 
per cent while the national 
‘Consumer Price Index has in- 
creased 34 per cent. 

The future looks bright as 
well. Between 1970 and 1980 
it is anticipated there will be 
308,000 job openings nation- 
ally for secretaries, stenog- 
raphers, and typists. These 
openings, which are two-and- 
a-half times the number of 
openings in the next occupa- 

tional category, will arise be- 
cause of industrial growth 
and the need to replace work- 
ers leaving the labor force.

Cheese Use Is 
Increasing 


Cheese has practically dou- 
bled in per capita consumption 
over the past two decades, says 
Dr. Ray Huddleston, Extension 
economist. 

A wide variety of cheeses 
can be found in dairy cases. 
There are about 18 distinct 
cheese varieties which sell un- 
der about 800 different names. 

The most popular cheese in 
the U. S. is the cheddar var- 
iety better known as American 
cheese. Huddleston says about 
776 plants in the U. S. produced 
Over 1.5 billion pounds of Am- 
erican cheese over the last 20 
years. This is a 48 per cent 
increase in production from 56 
per cent fewer manufacturing 
plants during this time. 


Fewer plants with increased 
production have enabled the re- 
maining plants to become more 
efficient in keeping costs down. 
This enables the housewife to 
buy cheese at a cost which com- 
petes with other items in the 
supermarket. 

Huddleston notes that cot- 
tage cheese, a tasty product with 
high nutritive value, has become 
the second most popular cheese. 
The per capita consumption of 
cottage cheese has increased 
about 40 per cent over the past 
two decades. For the past two 
years, Cottage cheese produc- 
tion has increased 2.5 per cent 
each year. This percentage of 
increase was more rapid than 
that for any other type of cheese 
manufactured in the U. S. 

Huddleston says the house- 
wife has become aware of the 
importance of high quality pro- 
tein and high calcium content 
in the family diet. This,plus 
improved quality and mer- 
chandising, probably explains 
the sharp increase in consump - 
tion of cheese

Small Crop To 


“There will be fewer pecans 
on U. §S, markets this year, 
and prices will] likely be high- 
er,” says M. R, Glasslock, Ex- 
tension markéting Specialist. 
Based on October 1 condit- 
ions, U. S. pecan growers 
are expected to harvest 186 
million pounds, down seven%, 
from the September 1 forecast 
and 25 percent below last years 
yield. The specialist says most 
of the decline from last months 
forecast in Alabama, Louisiana 
and Texas, 

The major contributors to de- 
cline in pecan prospects were 
dry weather insects and dis- 
eases, adds Glasscock, Nut 
Sizes are fenerally smaller 
than usual and nuts are only 
partially filled in some areas, 

Glasscock Says Alabama's 
pecan crop is now forecast. 
at 24 million pounds -- four 
million less than was predicted 
a month earlier and 13 million 
pounds below the 197] harvest. 
The smaller crop is expected 
to bring higher prices, 


Americans Are 
Big Snackers. 


“Americans munched $4.7 
billion worth of snack foods in 
1971, says Dr. Billy Powell, 
Extension food scientist. “The 
average U. S. household spent 
$73 on 20 snack products last 
year.” 

Potato chips and corn chips 
headed the list of popular snack 
foods. Other snacks leading 
cash sales were cookies, snack 
nuts, crackers, popcorn, pret- 
zels and puffed snacks. 

The growth rate for snack 
food sales is projected at six 
er cent a year, adds Powell. 
Chips and puffed snacks will 
represent a healthy 14 per 
cent of this yearly increase, 
Snack food sales will also be 
increased due to popularity of 
new high protein snack foods 

Powell says the popularity 
of. chips will give the meat 
industry an opportunity to in- 
crease sales with meat-based 
products for dips, spreads and 
appetizers

“UNIT SYSTEM” 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
COFFEE COUNTY 
TO: Honorable Riley Green, Circuit Judge; 

We, the Grand Jury empaneled by the Court on Monday, 
January 8, 1973, submit this as our final report. 

We have examined into ten presentments and return here- 
with seven indictments, consisting of four felonies and 3 mis- 
demeanors. 

Our inspection of ‘the County property reveals the following: 
COURTHOUSE 
a. Due to the type of construction the inside plastered walls 
will not withstand moisture and paint flakes off. Some type 
corrective action should be taken. 

b. In many areas the tile is pulling away from the floors. 
c. The drains in the floors of the mens and ladies restrooms 
downstairs are unsafe and should be covered even with the 
floor levels. 

d. There is a storage room above the Law Library, formerly 
the Superintendent of Education’s office, in which old records 
are haphazardly kept. These records should be screened and 
the ones that require keeping should be properly stored and 
the others destroyed. The stairs to this area are dangerous. 
e. We have examined the bonds of all the various County of- 
ficials except the County Treasurer, and Tax Collector. These 
bonds inspected are properly filed and recorded. The trea- 
surers and accessors bonds are filed and recorded in the 
Enterprise Division. 

HEALTH CENTER 

This building is in good repair, however the front door 
will not remain closed which should have immediate atten- 
tion. 

ANNEX BUILDING - 

a. There is a leak in the roof in the Forestry Office. 

b. The public bathroom needs janitorial and maintenance atten- 
tion. 

c. The office of the Superintendent of Education still needs 
Storage space which has been noted in the Grand Jury reports 
for the last five years. This can be corrected very simply as 
pointed out in a prior Grand Jury report dated 11th of August, 
1970. 

JAIL F 

a. Windows and screens upstairs still require the maintenance 
that they required in the Grand Jury report of Fall of 1972, and 
the showers and lavatories in the cell area upstairs leak and 
should be repaired immediately. A leak in the roo! over the 
kitchen also needs repairs. The prisoners appear to be well 
kept and fed. 

PENSIONS AND SECURITY BUILDING 

a. The grounds behind this building should be cleaned up and 
the debris carried away. It is unsightly and dangerous. 

There were certain recommendations in the report of the 
examiners of public accounts of the Office of The Probate Judge 
of Coffee County; which we commend to the Judge of Probate 
for implementation. 

This Grand Jury wishes to go on record witha unanimous 
recommendation to the people of Coffee County and more par- 
ticularly to the Court of County Commissioners and the leg- 
islative delegation representing this County that a unit system 
for the maintenance and construction of roads and bridges in 
the County be adopted immediately or as soon as may be prac- 
tical. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the Court for the 
courtesies shown us, and now having completed our work we ask 
to be recessed pending further orders of the Court.

Jimmy C, Follis, age 34, 
part owner of radio station 
WELB in Elba was shottodeath 
at work Tuesday afternoon, 
Follis was shot with a 30-30 
rifle, with the soft point bul- 
let entering his upper cheek 
and coming out behind his right 
ear. The fatal shot was fired 
from outside the window of the 
broadcast room of the station 
as Follis was “on the board” 
broadcasting music to his list- 
eners in the area, The shooting 
took place about 4 p.m. or two 
or three minutes after the hour, 
Law officers received the call 
at 4:10. 

Arrested and charged with 
first degree murder is Clarence 
Dale Luttrell, a Ft. Rucker 
soldier who worked part time 
(Saturday afternoon) as a broad- 
caster for the station. Luttrell, 
who gave himself up to the Cof- 
fee County Chief Neil Grantham 
and Hiway Patrolmen Ronald 
Whitworth has made a volunt- 
eer statement in the crime, 
according to usually reliable 
sources. Luttrell is 21 years 
old and in the past has served 
as Scoutmaster of Boy Scout 
troop sponsored by the First 
Baptist Church of Elba, where 
he attended church. 

Deputy Grantham has im- 
pounded Luttrell’s car, a small 
foreign car a model 94 Win- 
chester rifle, reportedly the 
weapon used in the shooting, 
vaccording to ‘other sources 
close to the investigating of- 
ficers. 

Persons who viewed the scene 
noted that normally the bro- 
adcaster would have his back 
to the window the shot was 
fired through, since the shot 
entered his face they feel the 
person firing the lone shot into 
the building made some kind 
of noise, loud enough to cause 
Follis to turn his face towards 
the window just as the shot 
was fired.

To Grand Jury 


The following information 
was presented tothe Grand Jury 
this week by Probate Judge 
James Sawyer along with his 
strong recommendation, that 
Coffee County adopt this form 


of a “unit system” for main- 


taining ‘county roads. 


The Commissioners Court, 
being all of the Commissioners 
and the Probate Judge, must 
appoint a qualified engineer as 
County Engineer who would be 
charged with constructing and 
maintaining all the roads and 
bridges in the county. . 

The Commissioners Court 
is the final authority as far as 
policy making on roads and 
bridges is concerned, in the 
Same manner as a board of 
directors of any other corpo- 
ration. The overall policy 
would: be established for the 
county as a whole and not con- 
fined to districts. 

As established by the Com- 
missioners Court, the policy of 
establishing priorities for the 
construction of new roads and 
bridges should be made from 
valid traffic surveys. 

The Commissioners Court 
would also have the responsi- 
bility of establishing policy with 
regards to the hiring of per- 
sonnel, their job responsibi- 
lities, promotion, salaries and 


Separation. Ideally, a person- 
nel board made up of disin- 
terested citizens should be es- 
tablished to “iron out” any dif- 


ferences between the county and 
an individual employee. 

The Commissioners Court 
would establish a central pur- 
chasing agent to handle all pur- 
chases under the direct super- 
vision of the Court 

The Commissioners Court 
would estau: central lo- 
cation for storage and main- 


tenance of equipment, capable 
of maintaining all of the coun- 
ty’s equipment. &quipment 
would be dispatched to points 
where it is required and all 
of the county road, bridge, and 
equipment records would be 
maintained at this central lo- 
cation. 

By adopting a unit system, 
the Commissioners Court would 
be able to use all of the coun- 
ty’s road and bridge monies for 
the county as a whole. All 
existing roads and bridges could 
be kept in a good state of re- 
palr; new roads and bridges 
programmed and constructed: 
ill persons in Coffee County 
will be able to travel on good 
well-maintained roads to sch- 
ool, town cr any other mis- 
sions; and at the same time 
people and equipment would be 
available on a 24-hour basis 
for emergencies.
